Reed.
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The president elect hes made a good
gtart. If the remainder of his cabinet
appointees are anything hke us good es
Sherman there will not be much cause
for complaint, and the probabilitics are
that the other members f the new cala
net will be of atality and character and
fitness commensurate with Sherman's.
Surely there can be no mistake in the
gelection of such men as Sepator Ald-
rich, Judge Nathan Goff, Charles
Ewory Smith and Mr, Wilson of lowa,
gome of whom, and possibly all, will be
seated arcund the next president’s coun-
cil board.
